Something About the Treatment for 
Curing the Detect.

There is Travers. the *‘wit of 
Wall ¢treet,’’ for instance,who, starting a sen- 
fence Wilh a consonant, has time to frame a 
pointed repartee or keen sarcasm that, coming 
from a man of perfect speech after equal de- 
lay, Would lave the air of deliberate study 
and malicious preparation.

Now he speaks easily, plainiy, chatters away 
hkhe any other perfect child,and shows that 
he has one of the brightest intellects in my 
achool,’?

‘*The cause is in tue lackof power in the 
nerve of the tongue to control its movements— 
either in the nerve governing the tip, or that 
allecting the back of the tongue. Versons so 
affectca have to betaught to speak as one 
would have to be taught to play the piano,and 
ai the same time the weak nerves have to be 
strengthened by use, evenly the employment 
of artificial appliances. The mechanical pro- 
cess of articuiation is produced by the top, 
tip and back of the tongue mainly. It is the 
principal organ of speech, and must be 
taught the several positions it has to assume 
in relation to the mof of the mouth and 
teeth. I train the tip to strike nine positions, 
the top five, and the back six. The lips have 
seven positions. Whenl can get apupil to 
strike all those positions correctly, that pupil 
iscapable of producing a perfectly uttered 
word, and needs but practice and care to at- 
tain facility of speech in the use of any words 
inthe English tlancuage. Of course, the 

reater part of the work falls’on the pupil,and 
the rapidity of his progress toward cure de- 
pends upon his diligence in applying instruc- 
tions. In some cases, however, where there 
is at the start absolute want of power to con- 
tro! the tongue. I bave to use a metallic man- 
ipulator to bold the tongue and give ita habit 
Of assuming required positions in responsive 
obedicnce to the will. By steady action upon 
the will of the pupil, and = at the 
Sametime using this mechanical appliance, 
the laching nerve power is developed. The 
process is sometimes sliow. requiring several 
weeks of patient practice before it even gives 
encouragement of good results: but I nave 
never yet bad it fail.’’

‘*The same general principle of teaching the 
correct use of the organs of speech applies ina 
greater or letrer degree to the treatment of a 
flood of imperfections in utterance, butin some 
cases—those of stammerers—the great difli- 
culty to be encountered is an affection of the 
vocal cords, Which Causes them to clasp to- 
gether and soretard speech.

organs of the chest and the abdominal muscles, 
and relaxing the vocal cords. In other case: I 
put the pupils through a course _of 
special vocal gymnastics to practice 
control of the vocal cords. It is more 
difficult to thoroughly cure a_— stam- 
merer than toteach adeaf person to speak 
who is afflicted with the dumbness before 
mentioned. Fromthree tu six months are 
generally required for the classes of which I 
bave spoken. Lispers are cured more easily. 
Theirtrouble is a comparatively trivial one. 
I bave never yet had to treat a case of split 
palate, but belicve that by my system I could 
teach even such a one to enunciate words dis- 
tinctly, although there might be an unpleas- 
ant resonance in the voice. ‘My system” 
Well. Iam apupil of Prof. Bell, of Boston, 
and have also studied the German system, 
from both of which I have formed a method of 
my own. One of the most interesting features 
of my school is the teaching of children who 
are really deaf and dumb to understand speech 
from the motions of the lips of the person ad- 
dressing them. You would be surprised to 
see the facility with which they learn to do 
so.”’ 

‘*It has been affirmed that physicians mak- 
ing a specialty of lunacy gradually develop in 
themselves a tendency to insanity, and per- 
haps in the same way by association stuttering 
or some other defect of speech might be ac- 
quired by the person constantly dealing with 
such case*. Have you ever observed ia your- 
self any tendency in that direction?” 

‘‘Never, sir. I have been talking with you 
a good while now, and have you noticed any- 
thing of the sort?”

GALES AT SEA. 


Unpleasant Experiences on the Stormy 
North Atlantic. 
[From the New York World, ILst.! 

The steamship Arragon, Captain Brown, 
which ar.ived yesterday from Bristol after a 
passage of twenty-one days, reports having had 
exceedingly heavy weather from the day she 
sailed until last Wednesday. On February 15 


a heavy gale from the westward and northward ° 


was encountered and about noon a tremen- 
dous sea struck the steamer, carrying away 
part of the bridge on the starboard side, Stav- 
ing in the front of the wheelhouse and damaz- 
ing the port jiifeboat a good deal. While the 
second and third officers were repairing the 
steering gearthey were thrown under the boats 
and were badly injured. ‘The second officer, 
Mr. Day, bas not yet recovered from the ef- 
fects of the accident. About p. m. on the 
samo day another big wave struck the ship and 
shifted the cargo in the forehold. Great 
damave Was done, fis the vessel was rolling 
much, and empty paratine casks, boxes of 
in, cases of phosphorus and ingots of metal 
ere sent flying pell-mell from one side of the 
vessel tothe oiher, and were secured only 
With great difficulty. Orn the 17th a heavy 
northwesterly sea was encountered and Mr. 
Preston, the chief officer, was thrown upon 
the deck, injuring the artery on the left side 
of his nose so that he losta large quantity of 
blood. He was unable to goon deck during 
the remainder of the passage. Last Sunday, 
between land 4 p.m,, seven icebergs were 
passed in latitude 4 degrees and longitude 
“0 degrees, at ap average distance of seven or 
cight miles, the temperature of the water 
being 50 degrees and that of the air 351 degrees, 
On Wednesday Mrs. Woolbridge, an inter- 
mediate passenger, gave birth toa dauchter. 
The steamer Freja, which arrived from 
Havre yesterday, reports that in a gale on 
February 14 and lothe decks were swept, 
three boats were stove and several sails were 
split. About latitude oland ijongitude 20 a

The steamer Rbynuland, trom Antwerp, ar- 
rived yesterday and reports that on February 
25, from Jatitude 48 and longitude 4s, she met 
heavy tield ice for 100 miles.

She was 
driven three times into the Guif Stream and 
lost ber upper maintopsiil yard an@ injured 
the lower main and upper fvretopsail yards.

‘Lhe schooner Susan Stetson, from Jackson- 
ville with lumber, reports that during the foxy 
on Friday morning she was run into off Abse- 
com by tue steamer l nited States, from Bos- 
tonforSavannah. ‘The starboard bow Was 
cul Cown to the water’s edyve and the bow- 
sprit, jibboom and all the head-gear were 
carried away.

FABULOUS WEALTH. 


Claimants for a Virginia Estate Valued 
at $5,000,009. 

'fGreenfield (O.) Cor. Cin. ee 23 Feb. 29.1] 

It is afact not geverally knOWn that within 
the boundaries of this county, Highland, and 
the adjoining one, Brown, there are persons 
rightful heirs to propertyin this country valued 
atfover $5.000,000, whic wi!! be seen by the 
following account,as told us this afternoon by 
Rev. E. Cumberland, pastor of the A. M. i. 
Church at tbis place, and one of the claim- 
ants. His account is devoid of all romance 
and general nonsense, and from it we glean 
the fullowing: Along about 1759 one Sxmuel 
Guist, Esy., now spelled Gest, a wealthy resi- 
cent of London, England, came to this coun- 
try and settled in Virginia, and bought lands, 
many thousand acres. ‘Fhese lands are now in 
what is called Hanover and Amherst counties, 
together with the Dismal Swamp, and include 
in this 
region. But in February, 1816, Mr. 
Guist was gathered to hisfatuers. leaving a 
will wherein it was explicitly stipulated that 
afl his slaves, between two and three hun- 
dred, were to have their freedom, and all his 
lands and personal property in the United 
States, they and their heirs forever. They 
were sulso to live onit, have a church, school- 
house and teacher, to whom was to be paid 
£50, about $250, per year. Agents, or trustees, 
were also appointed to look after the estates, 
etc., to Whom was to be paid a stated siary. 
One of the express conditions of the will was 
that these siaves should never be removed 
frem the lands; buta few years after the 
death of Mr. Guist the whole colony was sent 
off to Ohio, where the trustees had bourht 
land, which was in direct violation of the or- 
ders of the will. By some legal hocuspocus, 
the Legislature of Virginia passed a special 
act legatizing this move (at least that is what 
was told the freedmen bv the agents), but all 
endeavors to find this act onthe statutes are 
futile; none can be found. Furthermore, 
these heirs have never received the last bene- 
fit from the estate, suchas minister, school 
teacher, andthe rents fromtbe lands. Mr. 
Guist also had two daughters who came io 
this country with him, but on his death re- 
turned to England, where they succeeded to 
the estate in that country. ‘They are both 
dead. 7 

A few vears since the heirs began raising 
money with which to investigate this affair, 
and have spent bunadreds of dollars with so- 
licitors in Lordon and this country, but at 
last their efforts are about to be crowned with 
success. A few days since Mr. Cumberland 
received a letter from Mr. Robert Gunn, of 
London, wherein was stated that, according 
to hisindex, claimants and heirs were wanted 
for the estate of Samuel Guist, and gave as 
his opinion that with a little more time and 
money all legal difliculties would be removed 
and the property restored to its rightful own- 
ers. But many of these are so pour that with 
a bundred doilars they would feel as if they 
would never need another cent. It is there- 
lore to be hoped that the heirs will make an- 
other effort to secure their rights, and, Mr. 
Cumberland earnestly Wishes them to do this 
as soon as possibie. As a matter of course, 
all these lands now held by the parties in Vir- 
vinia can be taken fiom them, as their deeds 
are not valid. As stated above, these lands 
are among the richest in Virginia, and on 
them are now situated the towns of Amherst, 
Hianover C.-H., and a score or more of small- 
er towns.

How the Fascinating Mrs. Patterson 
Catches Gudgeons.

Articles bave appeared in the Natick Bulle- 
tin and Citizen of the past week to the foliow- 
ing purport: About three months ago a lady 
viving the name of VDatterson applied at 
Bailev’s Liotel, South Natick, fura room, but 
thev, being full, directed her to the house of 
Mr. Manley D. Lincoln, residing near by. 
There she remained and bécame «quite inti- 
mate inthe family. Mr. Lincoln bas beena 
resident of South Natick for several years, is 
past middie age and considered quite well off. 
The stery ruus that the widow became quite 
intimate and conitidential, telling her new- 
found friend that she was worth 360,009, 
the sul, she said, being in 
New York, and Waich could be 
obtained if she was furnished with alittle 
ready money. ‘This money Lincoln furnish- 
ed. itis stated, and paid many small biils con- 
tracted, such as carriage hire, etc., and was 
to be rewarded with one-halftbe sum when 
secured. The widow finally proposed to buy 
Mr. Lincoln’s place, and, the arrangements 
being settled, a deed was made outindue 
fgrm. Three weeks ago she visited Boston to 
hold aninterview with her attorney, but did 
not return as Was expected. Thanext Mon- 
day, as is related, Mr. Lineoln hurriedly had 
apotherdeed made out and rushed to East 
Cambridge to have it recorded, giving his 
property to his daughter. It is said that Mrs. 
Patierson is a woman of great personal mag- 
netism, andthat Lincoln wasso completely 
under her influence as to be _ heedless 
of all warnings from his interested friends. 
Your correspondert visited Mr. Liacoln yes- 
terday afternoon, at his residence, and ob- 
tainedthe fcllowing as his versionof the 
story. Accord ng to his ac- 
count, Mrs. Patterson appeared at his house 
on a very stormy night, aud asked for shelter, 
which was readily accorded. She claimed to 
be seeking for nousework, and, his wife being 
in New Hampshire ona visit, she remained 
inhisemploy. She spoke afterward of having 
money due her, and became a_ boarder in- 
stead of a domestic. The amount was never 
mentioned, but for nearly three months she 
remained as a boarder, and, finally receiving 
aletter, leftto obtainher money. Telegrams 
were received announcing that she was de- 
tained, and since then nothing has been 
heard from her. She had given her maiden 
Dame as Prew. When she left 
she owed Mr. Lincoln for her 
board, and wore offseveral articies of cloth- 
ing belonging to his family. He denies the 
story of the deed altogether, and claims that 
nothing of the kind ever took place. Mrs. 
Anna Patteson, alias Prye, alias Babcock, is a 
brunette, 46 vears of age, and weighs about 170 
pounds. Sheisvery finely educated, speaks 
several languages and 1s very fascinating in 
society. She was here about six years agoun- 
der the same name and stopped with#Colonel 
Iludson, near Lake crossing. She represent- 
ed herself as having immense wealth, as having 
ason being educated in Germany and wished 
to buy several fine places—one in particular 
near the Hunnewell estate, when she even 
went so far as to send for a man and wife from 
Canada to run the place for her. She ran into 
debt to a great many, it is alleged, and is said 
to have taken $50 belonging to’Mrs. Hudson 
when she left (in the night), with not even 
her board-bill paid.

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THE PRINCBH’S STATUE, 
A Proposed Desecration of Sacred West- 
minster Abbey. 
[London Cor. New York Tribune.] 


It is not a pleasant thingto have to refer 
chee more to the propused erectionof a 
monument to the late Prince Louis Napoleon 
in Westminster Abbey. The unhappy pro- 
ject was thought to have been dead and buried 
months ago. Of its merits or demeritsl have 
nothing to say beyond what has been said. 
But the decision turns now not upon the in- 
trinsic propriety of such ascheme, not upon 
the absurdity of it, not upon the offense it is 
sure to give—what the mere suggestion did 
give—to France; not upon the historical 
eccentricity of buryipg a Bonaparte in an 
English mausoleum; noteven uponthe des- 
truction of every sertimental excuse fof such 
anact by the public confession of the late 
Prince’s most intimate adhereuts,that he went 
to South Africa not to tight for Mnogland, but 
10 make military capital for a 
criminal enterprise against the Government of 
his own country. Ii turns now upon the 
question of public feeling; upon the keenness 
of Dean Stuniey’s moral responsibility as 
trustee of an English chure) io behalf of 
the English people. I believe the Dean 
maintained privately, While the discussions 
of-some months since were proceeding, that 
the majoritv of the English people were ia 
favorot puitingup the monument. I think 
he was eniirely wrung. I believe the majori- 
tv, and the great. majority, were the other 
way, ard hat nearly everybody who favored 
the plan was a memberof the Court party— 
the desireof the Queen and of the people 
about her for tve admission of the memorial 
tothe Abbey having been very strongly ex- 
pressed. But letus admit for the m>ment 
that the Dean was right, and that he did not 
mistake the pressure of an aristocratie coterie 
confined to the Palace and to the West End of 
London forthe voice of the mation. It 
is Lone the less truethat he is bound to re- 
spect the wish of the minority, if minority it 
be. I should willingly rest the whole case on 
that point—on the proposition that the cus- 
todian of a national church bas no right to ad- 
mit Within its walls a monument which a large 
and earnest minority of the people think ougnt 
notto be admitied. Llshould urge, also, that 
the people of the United's ates had a right to 
be heard inthis matter. We Americans have 
for many years past shown, to say the least, 
as lively an interest in Westminster Abbey as 
its owners have shown. It be‘ones tous, ina 
certain sense, as much as to our Enghsh couse 
ins. Our ancestors built it. We make as 
many pilgrimages to the shrine as Englishmen 
make. And I nave yet to hear of a single 
American journal, or of a single American in 
any position of life, who approves the purpose 
to desecrate thisshrine by a statue to Prince 
Louis Napoleon. 

A memorial against the Dean’s scheme is 
now being signed, and will be presented next 
week. but, meanwhile, Mr. Bohm has com- 
pieied the statue. The Prince and Princess 
of Wales have visited Mr. Bobm’s studio, so 
the Court Circular tells us, to inspect this 
work of art. Nobody knows how soon or how 
secretly the thing may be smuggled into the 
Abbey. Il say smugeyied, not. that I mean to 
suggest thatthe Vean would be capable of 
doing such an act surceptitiously,but because, 
if done at this moment when the country is 
rinzing With protests and remonstrances and 
expressions of just indignation, it Cannot pos- 
siblv be said to be gone with that unanimity 
of public approval which would be the sole 
excuse for the deed. The opponents of the 
scheme cannot station a policeman at the door 
to keep the statue out. But if the Deanis 
wise he will be his own policeman. 


A STRANGE CASE, 


A Blow on the Head Destroys a Man’s 
Power of Consecutive Phinking.

The same dilticulty occurs on his a‘- 
tempting to write. He can often tell one 
name ofa person whom he sees without be- 
ingableto givethe other. His condition is 
slowly impoving, but there is great doubt &s 
to whether he will fully recover. 

The circumstances of the affray are said to 
be these: Young Huston had been ordered 
out of McClelland’s store, and,a few days 
after, passed where the latter was reparing a 
fence. Huston directed M. to lay down his 
hatchet, as he meant to whip him. M. re- 
fused, Whereupon Huston seized a club and 
made tne attack, finally breaking the club, 
M. meanwhile using his~ hatchet. Huston 
then seizedabrick. A gentleman attempted 
to separate them and prevent the throwing of 
the brick, but Huston threw over his shoul- 
der, with the result above stated. McClelland 
is about forty years old.

He said all the circumstances 
seemed to point to Edwin Le Forest Freese, 
who married a daughter of Captain Davis, of 
Deering, twenty years ago. ‘The man Was not 
a relative of his—only an acquaintance. Ed- 
ward Freese’s brother-in-law, Henry J: Davis, 
lived in the neizhborhood, however,and would 
know ail about it. So the reporter called next 
on Henry J. Davis, who said it was true that 
Edward Le Forest Freese married his sister im 
1860. Edward was then nineteen years oll, 
His family came from the Penobscot region 
and settlhdat Cape Elizabeth, near the fort. 
Soon aftey his marriage Freese enlisted in the 
reguiar army and served through the ent re 
war with credit, receiving a wound in ihe 
ankle that made him ever after slightly lame. 
kor a time during his military service he was 
stationed at Fort Preble. After leaving the 
army Freese found it hard work to support 
his family, having no trade aud being dis- 
abled frem hard work bv his wound.® At last 
he was told by his wife’s family tbat he had 
better leave her and their child, as they would 
be taken care of. Heat first objected, but 
finally consented to the sugyestion as the best 
thing for her, and scon after left the city. In 
the course cf time Mrs. Freese obtained a di- 
vorce for desertion and married a Mr. Hill, at 
one time a conductoron the Deering line of 
street cars. 

I'reese was never directly heard from after 
his departure, and his family, who were of 
Swedish origin, subsequently returned to the 
old country,-as Was understood. At various 
times it has been reported that Freese was 
alive and prosperous, though leading a wand- 
ering life. At one time he was reported to be 
in California, and again inthe West, but al- 
ways as being in good circumstances. He is 
described as having been, while here, a young 
man of good character, of fair education and 
more thun common ability. ‘Tall, handsome 
and reserved, be was, as one of his friends ree 
marked, ‘*just the man to succeed if he could 
have had the least show.’’ His former friends 
in Deering believe that beyond a doubt he was 
the man who died bere, leaving to some as yet 
undiscovered parties his property, amounting 
as reported to $10,000. ‘They think that, 
finding bimself the victim of some s!ow but 
sure disease, be left his wandering life in the 
West for this city, perhaps with some vacue 
idea of again meeting bis wife, or it may be 
merely with the wish to die here. 

His wife, with the most of her father’s fam- 
ily, left for California last June, and with the 
party was the son of her first husband.

Crowds of visitors are calling daily at Belle- 
vue Hospital to see ‘Thomas Coulter, the pa- 
tient who is now the possessor of anose which 
was but recently his middle finger. Abo it 
three weeks ago the plaster of Paris bandaxe 
Was removed from his face, and a careful ex - 
amination showed that the finger had growa 
fast to the site of the former nose. Dr. Sabina 


at once decided to sever the 
hand from the two joints which 
were thereafter to serve as a nose 
Tommy was rendered partially unconscious 


by the use of anwsthetics, and the amputation 
was performed without much trouble. Dur- 
ing the two months in which the finger had 
been growing tothe face the blood had re- 
treated from the band and arm because of its 
peculiar position, leaving them as white as 
snow. Shortly after the operation, the tube 
through which Tommy breathed was remoy- 
ed from its position in the larynx. 
‘The patient = at present in a 
peculiar position. In order to have a shapely 
uasal organ the second joint of the amputated 
finger was crooked sothatthe elbow forms 
the top of the nose. Theend of the finger was 
stitched tothe upperlipin a neat manner. 
The next stepinthe process was to remove 
pieces of skin from the cheeks and forehead 
and allow them to grow on the lacerated and 
stitched portions of the new nose. ‘The conse- 
quence is that there are no nostrils at present, 
and Tommy breathes through his mouth and 
ears. In order to avoid this inconvenient mode 
of inhaling and exhaling an operation is short- 
ly to be performed withaview to providing 
the new organ with nostrils. Coulter’s articu- 
lation 1s good, but bis voice sounds as though 
he were speaking through a ram’s horn. The 
surgeons in charge of the case are confident 
that they will be uble to remove this impedi- 
ment very easily. The wonderful patience 
which Tommy displaved curing his trying 
ordeal enabled them to operate with more 
success than in ordinary cases.

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After the success of ‘‘My Partner’’ it was 
with considerable curiosity that the St. Louis 
public awaited the production of **The Gal- 
ley Slave,” another of Bartley Campbell’s 
plays. The result of the initial performance 
must be set down as “mixed.’’ The comedy- 
drama is most unevenly written throughout. 
Here and there the situations are strong and 
effective—the plot is good, but at other times 


the action drags woefully. The opening act 
is extremely trashy, and the climax so weak 
that the house plainly evinced its dissatisfac- 


tion. The second act improved somewhat, 
but it was not before the termination 
of the third act that anythin 


like interest was aroused in the audience, an 

then the incidents grew more and more dra- 
matic and better sustained, until the fall 
of the curtain. To make asuccess of ‘The 
Galley Slave’? the first act must be re- 
written entirely, and the second act consid- 
erably altered, or 1t would be even better to 
condense the two acts into one. The incidents 
should follow more rapidly upon each other. 
Take, for instance, the third act. Here Phil- 


ippe, a notary’s clerk, is introduced 
to make love to Nichette, the 
maid of the heiress. The scene 


is painfully deficient in humor, and only pro- 
duces laughter by the coarseness of its dia- 


logue. This little tete-a-tete has abso-

its excision would be adecided improvement. 
The really strong pointwin the piece are two, 
nemely, when Norcott. the hero, acknowl- 
edges himself guilcy of theft in order to shield 
the good name and boner of the woman he 
loved: and secondly, the recognition and de- 
nunciation of the villain, the Baron de Bois, 
by the Italian model, Francesca Brabant. 
Both of these incidents are intensely dramatic 
and thrilling in their effect, but they are not 
enough to carry a five-act play.

leys. The motive of Bartley Campbhell’s 
dramais a strong one, and one that appeals 
to the finer sentiments. The dialogue in 
places is of the most commonplace kind, and 
contains scarcely any brilliant passages. Tne 
last three acts are good, but then no oneis 
willing to sit through an hour’s trash before 
he has an opportunity of becoming interested. 
Miss Maud Granger as Cicely 
Blaine, the heroine, gave an_ intelligent 
rendering ef the part. Mr. Frank Evans as 
Nercott, the artist, was better in the strong 
and emotiona! passages than in the more deli- 
cate shading of comedy. His love-making is 
not a success; indeed, there wa3 an apparent 
tendency to guy, on the part of the gods, all 
the amatory episodes. It requires an actor of 
rare tact and ability to enact the role of the 
devoted lover, and there are few onthe Amer- 
ican stage who can successfully doso. Signora 
Majeroni as the Italian model had a good con- 
ception of her role, but the weakness of her 
Voice mitigates against her success in the pas- 
sionate scenes. Mr. J.J. Sullivan as Baron 
de Bois played the gentlemanly villain satis- 


factorily. Mr. CC. A. McManus did 
justice to the Scotch Creesus, Mr. G. 
Ilenderson Was a conspicuous failure 


as theLondoner. Miss Estelle Mortimer made 
a good Psyche Gay, while Miss Graham did 
not succeed so well inthe character of Mrs. 
Phabe Gay. Mr. T. J. Burns as Franklin

The Adams Fiume—Invention for Removing 
Sand-Bars from the Mississippi River Soon 
to be Thoroughly Tested. 

[From the 8t. Paul Press, Feb. 22,) 


Colonel M. J. Adama reached St. Paul yester- 
day from Philadelphia. Itis well known Col, 
Adams isthe inventer of the flume system for 
improving the channels of navigable rivers. 
The United States Government finally recog- 
nized the importance of practically testin 
this plan on the Mississippi River,to which enc 
Congress appropriated $20,000 tor the erection 
ofa pump and the manufacture of about a 
mile of perforated iron pipe. The pump has 
been purchased in Boston, and W.C. Allison & 
Co., of Philadelphia, have the pipe nearly 
ready for shipment. The place selected for the 
trialis at Reade’s Landing, where a huge sand- 
bar about a mile in length and 800 
or 900 feet wide occupies the center 
of the river. whichis dry in low water, and 
which is covered only with a foot or twoof 
water when the river isin a good navigable 
stuge. Col. Adams willerectthe pump at the 
bead ot this bar, and the tron pipe, starting in 
ten feet of water, will be laid upon the top of 
the sand-barand end in the center of the 
navigable channel at the lower end of the bar. 
When the water is forced tnto the pipe its 
escape under heavy pressure through the 
orifices will loosen the sand, the pfhein the 
meantime gradually sinking to the level of the

THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


A Number of Important Decisions 
Rendered To-Day. 


The Eleventh Street Injunction Made 
Perpetual—Goldsoll in Bad Luck, 


— 


This was something ofa field day in the 
Court ofSAppeals,despite the expectation that 
no decisions would be rendered to-day. Tne 
Court appears to have been at workin good 
earnest during vacation, and the following 
results show up to-day: Slattery 
against Bates wasaftirmed. The Mercantile 
Mutual against the Hope Insurance Company 
was affirmed. O’Neil against the city of St. 
Louis was aflirmed. Dillon against Bowles 


was affirmed. Luther against Taylor was re- 
versed and remanded. Kerr against Simmons 
was affirmed. The German Bank against the 
Agricultural Insurance Company was reversed 
and remanded. 
THE ELEVENTH STREET BLOCKADE. 

Judge Hayden this morning delivered the 
opinion of the Court of Appeals in the case of 
the Union Depot Company against the city of 
St. Louis, aflirming the decision of the court 
below, which granted a perpetual injunction 
against the city preventing it from attempting 
to open Eleventh street. The opinion, 
which is quite a lengthy ene, 
reviews the whole case, beginning 
with the act of March 18, 1871, in regard to 
the formation of union depots for railroads in 
cities. The Union Depot Company, proceed- 
ing under the act. proceeded to acquire real 
estate on both sides of the street and, ‘‘at 
creat | expense,’’ constructed a station, 
ibe baggage-receiving part of which 
now occupies the ground in_ contro- 
versy. A number of ordinances were 
passed by the city, each of them adding some- 
thing to the rights of the Union Depot Com- 
pany, and the city receive’ $20,000 from the 
company tewards building bridges which 
were necessary to adapt the streets in the vi- 
vinity to the new condition of things. The main 
point made by the defense is that the 
city has no right under its charter to pass 
an ordinance abolishing a street. The Court 
of Appeals holds, under the circumstances, 
that it hasthis right, that Eleventh street is 
permanently blockaded, and that the injunc- 
tion is properly made perpetual, 
The result of this decision 
will materially affect certain other litization 
which the city has in prospect, which has for 
its object the forcing of the Union Depot Com- 
pany to erect more suitable buildings where 
they have established themselves.
